Probably the most abused word in our language 
word “ vision." 
It is applied, at some time or other, to every man in the 
country who manages to rise higher than the bottom rung 
of the ladder. 
If a man makes a 
lucky investment, uses 
plain common sense in managing his business or displays 
just enough intelligence to avoid the more obvious pitfalls, 
someone is sure to arise and 
proclam 
him 
a 
man 
oi 
vision.” 
This sloppy way of speaking is regrettable; for genuine 
“ men of vision” are rare, and when they come on the scene 
they make a profound impression on their time. 
It we a p­ 
ply the term indiscriminately, and keep rushing 
t o pa> ho m ­ 
age to minor prophets, we may not be able 
to recognize the 
teal seers when they appear. 
The advancement of any group of men 
town, state or 
nation— depends first of all on the qualities of its individ­ 
uals; on their industry, alertness, intelligence, forbearance 
and tolerance. 
But in the last analysis it depends most of 
all on their leaders— on the "vision” of the men who guide 
them. 
The will for independence was strong in the American 
colonies during the Revolution; so, also, were the courage 
and frontier hardihood that enabled the colonists to make 
independence a fact. 
Vet it is just as sure as anything in 
this world can lie sure, that without W ashington the Revolu­ 
tion would have failed. 
His leadership — his “ vision" of the 
trend of the times and the requirement* of the future 
was 
the prime essential in the situation. 
After the establishment of the republic the tide ol the 
new nation’s destiny flowed westward. 
It seemed almost m- 
evitable that the country should expand to the far west; yet 
without the vision of Thomas Jefferson the expansion prob­ 
ably would have died a-borning. Jefferson could see farther 
ahead than his fellows. 
It was he who paved tip* wav for 
the great "westward, ho!" movement ol later years. 
You could go on multiplying instances indefinitely. 
You 
could point to Lincoln and the preservation of the Union; to 
Vanderbilt, Harriman and Hill and 1he development of rail­ 
w a y s ; to Ford and the growth of modern industry; to Roose­ 
velt and the rise of twentieth century liberalism. It is alvvavs 
the old story in a new form. 
The mass of us will always 
find our lives, our thoughts, our ideals shaped by the man of 
vision. 
It is a magnificent title; as fine as any we can appl.v to a 
man. 
We should not abuse 
it 
It does not belong to every 
petty industrialist and business man. 
When a genuine man 
of vision comes along the whole country knows it.

which in part were respo nsible fo r the 
present widespread Investigatio n into 
state taxing co nditio ns, were ro frr- 
ied 
to by Mr 
Fairweather 
In his 
statement o n "W hat’s Wro ng with 
Taxatio n.” which fo llo ws 
"The difficulties in Illino is taxa­ 
tio n. as I see it, iie in two general 
areas:

The elements which co ntrib­ 
ute to the tax rate.

The elements winch co ntrib­ 
ute to the assessed valuatio n. 
"A third area might be listed as he

"Real estate co ntributes the vast

Taxing o fficials, co mprising the as­
